In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that the proposed combination of 
references provided no motivation or expectation of success, since integrating the lens of SUZUKI into the structure of 
HANEDA et al. would take away from the intended use of such structure (e.g. surviving a collision). Such arguments 
were not convincing since the motivation for the proposed combination does not have to come from the references, but 
could also be found in the knowledge available to one of ordinary skill in the art (MPEP 2144). In addition, the 
possibility of the lens of SUZUKI being damaged in the event of a collision does not preclude it from protecting the light 
source from moisture during normal operation of the vehicle. The Examiner stressed the fact that the use of lenses with 
vehicle lamp is not only old and well known in the art, but a standard practice. 

Applicant's representative further argued that even if the combination of HANEDA et al. and SUZUKI were to be 
considered obvious, making the lens permanently attached to the bumper skin (as recited in Claim 9) would make the 
propose combination unpractical as there would be no way to replace the light source of HANEDA et al.. Such 
arguments were also considered lacking. Applicant's representative was advised that the test for obviousness is not 
whether the feature of the secondary reference might be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference, 
but what the teachings of such references, when taken as a whole, would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
Even permanently attaching the lens of SUZUKI to the bumper shell of HANEDA et al. prevents replacing the light 
source from the front of the bumper shell, one of ordinary skill in the art would have easily overcome such problem by, 
for example, integrating the rearwardly accessed light source socket support structure of SUZUKI.
